The poor colonies of Holland, four In 


number, aro not, as might be supposed, 
a government institution, though at ono 
time co-operation with tho government 
was attempted which resulted quite in- 
juriously to tho undertaking. These' col- 
onies owo their origin entirely to a Society 
of Benelicetico (''Mautschappy van Veidu- 
digheld") organized in lislS to meet the 
exigencies of destitution emaiWl on Hol- 
land in common with thy rest of Europe 
by the wars of tho Napoleonic era. 


Tho necessitous individual forced to en- 


ter on life as a beneficiary of tho society is 
proirkloil with a homo for himself and his 
family; also with tho immediate necessi- 
ties of living and, above all, with work. 
from tho proceeds of which ho begins to 
repay in small weok\y installments the 
advances made to him. \Vages such aa aro 
currciit at. the time in tho neighborhood 
are paid weekly, and there is deducted 
from them a? an installment on the debt 
house rent nob exceeding 130 oonts, 1 cunt 
infirmary fee for each inmate of the homo, 
4 cunts for a clothing fund and a bum 
amounting to 10 per cent of the gross 
earnings for a reserve fund against family 
emergencies. A \aluabio contribution to 
cjteh household is tho ewo bhccp provided 
by tho colony und al.so to bo paid for by 
d^io economy. Its milk, equal to goat's 
milk in quality, supplies food, aud its 
wool i.s \\oveu into garments. 


The family, ib will be observed, is al- 


ways maintained in its entirety, tho im- 
portance of tho family life being, as in 
kiiowJi, ever highly esteemed in Holland, 
while tho largo infusion of Jewish blood 
into thu Dutch is believed to have al»o a 
strong and favorablo influence upou tho 
system.— -North American Rovlew.

The rider 
swims out with the board under one arm, 
diving under tho rollers until uutside 
where The surf is just beginning to break. \ 
There, by an adroit movement, ho sm-toh- < 
e» himself upon the board just, in front of 
a big roller, at tho same time violently 
plying arms and legs to "get a move on," 
while the roller lifts him from behind. 
Olire in motion the wave- d*»es the rest, 
although great skill is needed to keep tho 
board puiscd precisely at the pr.jjx.-i- height 
and inclination upon the front of tho vio- 
lently breaking -oiler. Tho riders will 
thus shoot several hundred yajds to the 
sin-re. 


By early and long practice great skill 


was attained in this sport. The more ex- 
pert would often rise to a standing pos- 
ture, balancing their boards by their feet 
at the right point on tho wave. I can re- 
member in early boyhood daily watching 
from my homo through the stems of the 
lofty cocoa palms scores of natives living 
in together in the white roaring surf.

All that was utterly innocent, and so in a 
certain sense was the nearly entire unre- 
straint of domestic morals in those early 
days. To infuse some degree of conscience 
ou that point has been altogether the most 
difficult part of the missionary's tusk in 
Hawaii.—Washington Star.

On the hillsides the trees aro smaller and 
not so close, 
Nowhere U there any young 


jirowth. The youngest trees, which are 
found ouly in the northern portion uf the 
belt, UFO several hundred yeats oi age. 


This is probably the. densest forest on 


earth, as measured by the amount of tim- 
ber \ttsr acre ^uitablu for the ii\vjjjlll. It 
is i:ot the size of the ti cwo aloua \vhi»-h 
produces this, although they arc extt-p- 
tionally large, even in this state of largo 
things, but it is the g««at number of trees, . 
the closeness of their stand. In it redwood 
forest tho sun never shines—it is always 
twilight. 
You are, as it were, undc-r the 


roof of a vast temple, » roof of foliage, 
supported by great tree columns. 


The area of the redwood belt has been 


carefully mapped and is, as nearly as can 
be estimated, 2,000 square miles, or 1,280,- 
OuO acres. The stand of timber on this 
area is not so easy to ascertain, but umy 
be computed thus:

The annual cut by the mills is 350,000,- 


000 feet. At the present rate of cutting, 
therefore, the supply will last 300 years. 
In the Meudocino county there is nearly 
nine times as much timber on an acre as 
in the southern pineries. In Humboldt 
county, upon 96,443 acres, the average 
stand is 84,000 feet per acre, nearly 17 
times as great as in the southern states. 


There is one-cause of destruction from 


which this tree is entirely exempt; that 
is fire. Containing no pitch, but, ou the 
other hand, a large amount of water, it 
will not burn when groeu. No ilro can 
run in a redwood forest. It is the only 
one of our coniferous lumber trees which 
is thus exempt. 


Redwood is in almost universal use on 


the California coast. In the construction 
of houses little other timber is used, even 
as far south as Los Angeles and San 
Diego. It is exported as far south as \ral- 
paraiso and westward to .Japan and Aus- 
tralia. Indeed, considering its cheapness, 
$14 per 1,000 feet in Eureka for the best, 
it seems strange that it has not found its 
way in quantity to the Atlantic coast. 
Certain it is that before many years red- 
wood will supplant the now vanishing 
white pine in easeru markets.—National 
Geographic Magazine.

of a secret method of tanning.
